he had devised an instrument to tame 
the rattle-brained automobilist.

Although not so elaborate as to in- 
clude an electric organ, but embody-: 
ing all the other features an auto- 
matic speed signal device was demon- 
strated to and immediately received 
the Instant approval ol Janesville and 
Rock, county officials this 
morning. 
The invention not only 
shows the 
public at what rate the automobile is 
traveling, but an arrangement on the 
bumper, which is included in the sig- 
naling device, is such that the rate of 
speed the machine is going at the 
time of an accident is registered ana 
locked on the speedometer. 
The device has the endorsement of 


every city, county and state official 
before whom It has been shown, ana 
in addition automobile clubs are back- 
ing It, and recently a number of the 
nation's 
greatest 
railway 
experts 
have inciuired and investigated the de- 
vice to register the rate of speed at 
the time of 
accident. This 
alone 
would save thousands- of dollars an- 
nually to railways were- locomotives 
so equipped.

F W Fisher of Milwaukee, Wiscon- 


sin 'agent, and R. C. Dablhjlem, Bv- 
anston, 111., general 
sales manager, 
showed the patent here today. They, 
have volumes of recommendations tor 
the safety appliances from every state 
county and city official before whom it 
has been demonstrated. 
Lights indicate the speed attained. 
The license number is on a transpar- 
ent substance and locked with a state 
seal between two panes of glass neia 
in an aluminum frame. Parallel rows 
of electric bulbs flank the

The first bulb and the one di- 
rectly below is orange; the second 
and the corresponding one beneath is

When 
the upper, green light, the second of 
the tier, goes on, the car is exceeding 
twenty miles an hour, and with both 
green bulba shining the speed is great-, 
er than twenty-four miles. When the 
red light is on, the car is going faster 
than thirty miles per hour, and when 
the second one lights, a speed over 
forty-two miles per hour has been 
attained.

The above description is merely an 
arbitrary one to explain the working 
of the device. The colors of the lights 
and the intervals at which they ap- 
pear can be a'rranged to conform-to

Though Janeeville did not 
quitt 
reach the allotted amount of $14,OOC 
which was its share of the $100,00-0,- 
000 war fund raised by the American 
Red Cross, the city contributed with- 
in a few hundred dollars of the pre- 
scribed amount, and was most active 
in pushing the campaign throughout 
the county, with the result that the1 
wbofe district " over-subscribed it al- 
lotment. 
The money 'raised in Janesville !s 
something over $12,000, though the 
actual amount is not definitely known 
as yet. • Of this amount $7,067.28 has 
been collected in cash and will 
be 
sent to headquarters at once. The 
balance, amounting to approximately 
$4,940, is in pledges to be collected in 
installments as arranged with the, In- 
dividuals. 
Most of the subscriptions 
still outstanding will be paid in three 
installments at the beginning of the 
next three months. 
The total amount raised in the coun- 
ty will be well over the $22,000 mark, 
according to President H. S. Lovejoy, 
who is now engaged in getting to- 
gether the county totals. Of the ten 
thousand dollars or more raised in 
the districts outside of this city, Ed- 
gertou contributed about half, their 
subscriptions running up to the $5,uOO 
mark, a record which has been dupli- 
cated but few times in any campaign 
in a city of its size.

"Ever since he became 
Emperor, 
Wilhelm has been instilling his ex- 
traordinary beliefs into his army and 
into his ipeople, until today we have 
-a. psychology in the 
Teuton Empire 
Which will probably make it possi- 
ble for the military autocracy to con- 
tinue the war to a far greater length 
than would be conceivable in any oth- 
er country in the world. 
"In -the early ninetiee the 
Kaiser 
sounded the keynote of his own char- 
acter and luoint of 'view in a speech 
he made tio" a regiment in northern 
Gennan}\ when.-he said to them: 'I 
would rather see my forty-five mil- 
lion Prussian* dead 
on the field of 
battle Ithan see 'one foot of the soil 
taken in 1870 given back to France.' 
"And several years later, in 
art- 
dresaiug.a body of recruits in Pots- 
dam, 
the Kaiser is reported to have 
' 


the causes which have made it posii- 
ble for the German* .to do what they 
have done. 
"Much as I disapprove of the Ger- 
man point of view and of the spirit 
which lias been 
manifested 
by the 
Germane of nearly all clasies in thi* 
war, I still remain of the opinion that, 
taken from, the internal point of the 
view, our 
enemies 
^possess alaioit 
every virtue which make* for mili- 
tary .strength. 
"In the first place, no one who ha* 
seen and talked 
with the 'German 
troops can question -the sincerity of 
their -belief in the rlghteousnec* of 
the German cause. I have 
talked 
with prisoners from the Baltic to the 
Bukovina, and I have never .yet met 
one who did not believe implicitly in 
the statement of the Kaiser, mads at 
the beginning of the war, to the ef- 
fect that 'in 
*he midst of - perfect 
peace we have been treacherously sur- 
prised by a ring of enemies Jealous of 
our genius and intent on our destruc- 
tion.1 "

RIGID DRAFT PLANS 


[SPECIAL TO THE 
Washington, June 28.—Rigid adher- 
ence to the .policy, laid dow-i in the 
national army selective draft law, of 
placing the question of exemptions in 
the hands' of 'local -boards, Is expected 
to characterize the exemption regula 
tiona to be ma-de public by the war 
department in a few days.- 
It ib understood that the 
regula- 
tions will map out only the general 
procedure of the boards, the person- 
nel of which already has been an- 
nounced. 
It is regarded .as certain 
that no specific class exemptions will 
be provided for, and that each man 
•win be appraised on his individual oc- 
cupation -and physical capacity -when 
hla name IB called and he is summon- 
ed before the' local boards.

As a matter of course -no man with 
serious physical defects will be called 
upon' for military, service. 
Crippled 
or defective persons among 
those 
who were registered 
were noted at 
the time, and it is possible they al- 
ready have been dropped from the 
rolls. The'' Judgment of the civilian 
doctors who are attached to local ex- 
emption boards as to the ability of 
any individual to bear the hardships 
of a Eoldier's life will -be a determin 
ing factor.

whether the dependency of wife, chil- 
dren or other relatives upon any man 
s so complete as to warrant his re- 
action as a soldier.

GOVERNOR APPROVES 


FIRE POLICY BILL 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Madison, ~Wls., June 28.—The gov- 
ernor has also given his aporoyal to 
the so-called full value policy law In 
case of flre. This measure was urged 
by Lieutenant Governor E. F. Dith- 
mar in the last campaign and the bill 
was 
introduced 
by 
Assemblyman 
George Carpenter 
of Sauk 
county. 
The measure provides that whenever 
any policy of insurance is written to 
insure real property and the property 
insured is wholly destroyed, without 
criminal fault on the part of the in- 
sured or his assigns, the amount of 
the insurance written in such policy 
shall be taken conclusively to be the 
true value of the property when In- 
sured and the true 
amount of loss 
and measure 
of 
damage when de- 
stroyed. 
The measure had the sup- 
port from the farming interests of 
the state. 
The standard flre insurance policy 
law will not become effective until 
January 1, 1918. 
Governor 
Philipp 
has just signed the Wilkinson bill de- 
laying the time on which this act 
shall 
take 
effect. 
When originally 
passed, the bill provided 
that 
the 
standard flre insurance policy should 
take effect on July 1. It was later 
found that several other states in the 
Union had enacted a similar law and 
it was desired that all of the meas- 
ures should become effective on a 
uniform date. 
To conform with the 
other state enactments. Senator Wil- 
kinson introduced a bill providing that 
this law should become effective on 
January 1, 1918. 
Governor Philipp has 
signed the 
Carl Hansen bill relating to appeals 
from decisions of boards of fire and 
police commissions in cities of the 
second, third and fourth classes. This 
measure was introduced 
to compel 
commissioners to put in writing all 
orders and findings upon hearing by 
such boards. 
He has also approved the bill giv- 
ing Milwaukee county the right to 
pass- ordinance for the semi-monthly 
payment of wages of county employes. 
Governor Philipp has 
signed the 
bill authorizing the 
state 
board of 
control to enter into a contract with 
the village of Union Grove to connect 
with the Sputhern Home for Feeble 
Minded with the sewer system of the 
village of Union Grove. 
He has also approved the bill pro- 
viding 
that 
whenever provision is 
made by the law of the state for any 
city of the first class for appoint- 
ment, such appointee shall hold over 
until his successor shall have been 
appointed and shall 
have 
qualified. 
This bill was to correct a situation in 


i Milwaukee, where a member of the 
park board's term had expired but no 
successor had been approved by the 
council.
